WILL NOT REMOVE BILLET 


Unless It Should Prove Troublesome I 


He Will Carry It With Him to the 


End of His Days— Is Now Able to 


Partake of Nourishment Through 


the Mouth— Will Start for Washing­ 


ton in About Three Weeks. 


Buffalo. Sept. ll.—The 
corps of 
eminent surgeons and physicians In 
attendance upon the wounded presi­ 
dent have committed themselves with­ 
out reservation to the opinion that 
their patient was out of danger and 
that only the possibility of complica­ 
tions threatened his life. 
They did 
not give assurance of his recovery col­ 
lectively over their signatures iu an 
official bulletin, but they went a long 
way toward it Individually und separ­ 
ately during the day. 
Each of them, 
with the exception of Dr, Rixey, who 
did not leave the Milburn residence, 
placed himself squarely on record, not 
privately to the friends of the presi­ 
dent, but publicly, through the agency 
of the press, that the danger point 
had passed aud that the president 
would survive the attempt upon his 
life. 
“Of course we will all feel easier 
when a week has passed.” said Dr. 
McBurney, the dean of the corps. “We 
would Uke to see every door locked 
and double locked, but the danger 
from possible complications la now 
very remote.” 
As an evidence of the supreme faith 
he holds. Dr. McBurney, after the 
morning consultation, made a trip to 
Niagara Falls and then returned to 
New York. 
The little piece of lead 
In the muscles of the back Is giving 
the physicians no concern whatever. 
Unless It should prove troublesome to 
the president later on, he will prob­ 
ably carry this grim souvenir of the 
anarchist with him to the end of his 
days. 
The doctors say that once en­ 
cysted it can do no harm. 
The x ray 
machine Is ready for instant use. how­ 
ever, and lf there is the slightest in­ 
flammation or pain in the vicinity of 
the bullet an operation will be per­ 
formed. 
Recuperative Powers Remarkable. 
The 
president’s 
physicians 
have 
been impressed with his remarkable 
recuperative powers aud the rapidity 
of hts improvement. 
Ordinarily an 
incision for such an operation as was 
performed upon the chief executive 
should heal within three weeks, but 
in the president’s case 
he may bo 
strong enough to be moved a little 
sooner. 
The president will be taken 
direct to Washington as soon as It Is 
safe to move him. 
Within the sick room many evi­ 
dences of the president’s improvement 
were apparent. 
Tho president him­ 
self began to show confidence In his 
ability to care for himself, and from 
time to time he would carefully turn 
himself to get a more restful position. 
The nurses naturally observed with 
care these 
evidences 
of 
growing 
Strength and courage, and w«-r»* ready 
to see that there was no undue tax 
on the president’s strength or 
the 
straining of the wound. 
The slight 
movements from side to side are all 
he has attempted thus far and It is 
too early yet to think of his sitting up 
in bod or any other marked use of his 
muscles. 
A most Important development of 
the day was the determination reached 
among those in charge of the case that 
food should be administered to the 
patient by the mouth. The importance 
of this feeding by the mouth is that

Strike Settlement All That Will Pre­ 
vent Trouble at McKeesport. 
Pittsburg, Sept. ll.—The strike In 
this section was full of excitement, 
and unless a speedy settlement of the 
troubles Is effected indications point 
to exceedingly lively times from now 
on. 
That both skies are determining 
on a desperate fight seems evident. 
The first evidence of this was shown In 
the early hours of the day when a 
gung of bricklayers attempted to enter 
the National tube plant at McKees­ 
port. 
The strikers were on hand in 
great number* and when the brick­ 
layers made their appearance to go In 
to make repairs, the strikers turned 
them back. 
No actual violence re­ 
sulted. but had the workmen Insisted 
on their right to enter some persons 
would surely have been hurt. 
It was announced that the Mtmonga 
hela tin plate work* on the south side 
of Pittsburg would be started soon. 
In preparation for this move, the com­ 
pany endeavored to place 
In 
the 
plant cots and provisions for the ben 
©fit of the workers. 
Word was sent 
to the strikers of the Intention of the 
company, and when the first wagon 
containing ice and edibles crossed the 
Smithfield street bridge, it was met by 
a crowd of women and children and 
the driver told to turn back. 
Without 
much ado the driver obeyed and the 
crowd rejoiced. 
This wagon was fol­ 
lowed by a call containing six negro 
workmen. 
When the driver saw the 
crowd 
He Lost His Nerve 
and at once turtled back and drove his 
load back to the Carnegie building. 
After the negroes had been turned 
back a wagon load of cots, 50 In nun) 
ber, succeeded in making Its way as 
far as Fourteenth street, where the 
women gathered about It and cut the 
ropes holding the load on. The driver 
continued on his way, the cots drop­ 
ping off at every turn of the wheels, 
until about 30 of them had become 
the property of the women, who num­ 
bered about 200. 
Home of the women 
ran Into their bouses and came out 
with oil cans, poured the contents 
over the cots, which had been piled 
in two heaps. 
In an instant two huge 
bonfires were blazing briskly, while 
the women executed a war 
fiance 
alxmt tho fires and pelted each other 
with pillows and bedding, which had 
fallen from the wagon. 
The 20 cots that the driver suc­ 
ceeded In getting through were piled 
In u heap on Fifteenth street aud a 
cordon of police surrounded it to keep 
bark the crowd, 
As soon as a call 
could be sent In. 15 or 20 officers were 
rushed to the scene of action and now 
the company property in being guard 
ed by them.

Buffalo, 
Sept. ll.—The 
corps of 
em inent surgeons and physicians In 
atten d an ce upon the wounded presi­ 
dent have committed themselves with­ 
out reservation to the opinion th at 
their p atien t was out cf danger and 
that only th e possibility of complica­ 
tions th rea ten ed his life. 
They did 
not give assurance of his recovery col­ 
lectively over their signatures in an 
official bulletin, but they went a long 
way tow ard it individually and separ­ 
ately d u rin g the day. 
Each of them , 
with the exception of Dr. Rixey, who 
did not leave the Milburn residence, 
placed him self squarely on record, not 
privately to the friends of the presi­ 
dent, but publicly, through the agency 
of the press, that the danger point 
had passed and that the president 
would survive the attem pt upon his 
life, 
’’Of co u rse we will all feel easier 
when a w eek has passed,” said Dr. 
M cBurney, th e dean of the corps. “ We 
would like to see every door locked 
and double locked, but the danger 
from possible complications is now 
very rem ote.” 
As an evidence of the supreme faith 
he holds, Dr. McBurney, after the 
m orning consultation, made a trip to 
N iagara Falls and then returned to 
New York. 
The little piece of lead 
In the m uscles of the back is giving 
the physicians no concern whatever. 
Unless it should prove troublesome to 
the pre sid e n t later on, he will prob 
ably carry this grim souvenir of the 
an a rch ist with him to the end of his 
days. 
T he doctors say that once en­ 
cysted It can do no harm. 
The x-ray 
m achine is ready for instant use, how­ 
ever, and if there is the slightest in­ 
flam m ation or pain iii the vicinity of 
the bullet un operation will be p er­ 
formed. 
R ecuperative Powers Remarkable. 
T he 
president's 
physicians 
have 
been im pressed with his rem arkable 
recuperative powers aud the rapidity 
of his improvement. 
Ordinarily an 
incision for such an operation as was 
perform ed upon the chief executive 
should heal within three weeks, but 
in the president’s case 
he may be 
strong enough to be moved a little 
sooner. 
T h e president will be taken 
direct to W ashington as soon as It is 
safe to m ove him. 
W ithin 
the sick room many evi­ 
d e n c e 
th e president's improvement 
were apparent. 
The president him ­ 
self began to show confidence in his 
ability to care tor himself, and from 
tim e to tim e he would carefully turn 
him self to get a more restful position. 
The n u rse s naturally observed with 
care these 
evidences 
of 
growing 
stren g th arid courage, and were ready 
to see th a t there wait no undue tax 
on th e president's strength or 
the 
strain in g of the wound. 
The slight 
m ovem ents from side to side are all 
he has attem pted thus far and It is 
too early yet to think of his sitting up 
in bi>d or any other marked use of his 
muscles. 
A m ost Important development of 
the day was the determination reached 
am ong th o se in charge of the case that 
food should be administered to the 
patient by the mouth. The Importance 
of this feeding by the mouth is that 
it will re sto re the normal action of the 
stom ach for the first time since that 
organ had both walls pierced by a 
bullet. 
T h e doctors are satisfied that 
the tim e bas come to renew these nor­ 
ms! functions.

Strike Settlem ent All That Will P re ­ 
vent Trouble at McKeesport. 
Pittsburg, Sept. ll.—The strike in 
this section was full of excitem ent, 
and unless a speedy settlem ent of th e 
troubles is effected indications point 
to exceedingly lively times from now 
on. 
That both sides are determ ining 
on a desperate fight seems evident. 
The first evidence of this was shown in 
the early hours of the day when a 
gang of bricklayers attem pted to en ter 
the National tube plant at M cKees­ 
port. 
The strikers were on hand in 
great numbers and when the b rick ­ 
layers made th eir appearance to go in 
to make repairs, the strikers turned 
them back. 
No actual violence re ­ 
sulted. but had the workmen Insisted 
on their right to enter some persons 
would surely have been hurt. 
It was announced that the M ononga­ 
hela tin plate works on the south side 
of Pittsburg would be started soon. 
In preparation for this move, the com ­ 
pany endeavored to place 
In 
the 
plant cots and provisions for the b en ­ 
efit of the workers. 
Word was sent 
to the strikers of the intention of the 
company, and when the first wagon 
containing ice and edibles crossed the 
Smithfield street bridge, it was met by 
a crowd of women and children and 
the driver told to turn back. 
W ithout 
much ado the driver obeyed and th e 
crowd rejoiced. 
This wagon was fob 
lowed by a cab containing six negro 
workmen. 
W hen the driver saw the 
crowd 
He Lost His Nerve 
and at once turned back and drove his 
load back to the Carnegie building. 
After the negroes had been turned 
back a wagon load of cots, BO in n u m ­ 
ber, succeeded in making its way as 
far as Fourteenth street, where the 
women gathered about it and cut the 
ropes holding the load on. The driver 
continued on his way, the cots drop­ 
ping off at every turn of the wheels, 
until about 3d of them had becom e 
the property of the women, who n u m ­ 
bered about 200. 
Borne of the women 
ran Into their houses and cam e out 
with oil cans, poured the contents 
over the cots, which had been piled 
In two heaps. 
In an Instant two huge 
bonfires were biasing briskly, while 
the women executed a war 
dance 
about the fires and pelted each oth er 
with pillows and bedding, which had 
fallen from the wagon. 
The 20 cots that the driver su c­ 
ceeded In getting through were piled 
In a heap on Fifteenth street and a 
cordon of police surrounded it to keep 
back the crowd. 
As soon as a call 
could be sent ill, 15 or 20 officers were 
rushed to the scene of action and now 
the company property is being guard 
ed by them.

Each of them, 
with the exception ot Dr. Rixey. who 
did not leave the M l Mi urn residence, 
placed himself squarely on record, not 
privately to the friends of the preal- 
dent, but publicly, through the agency 
of the press, that the danger point 
had passed and that the president 
would survive the attempt upon hla 
life. 
‘‘Of course we will all feet easier 
when a week has passed,** said Dr. 
McRurney, the dean of the corpa. “We 
would like to see every door locked 
and double locked, but the danger 
from possible complications Is now 
very remote." 
As an evidence of the supreme faith 
be holds. Dr. McBurney, after the 
morning consultation, made a trip to 
Niagara Falls and then returned to 
New York. The little piece of lead 
In the muscles of the hack Is giving 
the physicians ao concern whatever. 
Unless it should prove troublesome to 
the president later on, he will prob­ 
ably carry this grim souvenir of the 
anarchist with him to the end of his 
days.

strong enough to be moved a tittle 
sooner. The president will he taken 
direct to Washington as soon aa It is 
safe to move him. 
Within the sick room many evi­ 
dences of tke president's Improvement 
were apparent. 
The president, him­ 
self began to show confidence In bis 
ability to care tor himself, and from 
time to time he would carefully turn 
himself to get a more restful position, 
flie nurses naturally observed with 
care1 these 
evidences 
of 
growing 
strength and (murage, aad were ready 
to see that there was no 'undue 'tax 
on the president's strength or 
the 
straining of the wound. 
The alight 
movements from side to aide are all 
he has attempted thus far aad It is 
too early yet to thlak of hla sitting up 
in hod or any other marked uae of his 
muscles. 
A most Important development of 
the day waa the determination reached 
among those in charge of the case that 
food should be admielstered to the 
patient by the mouth. The Importance

Pittsburg, Sept. 11.—The strike In 
this section was full of excitement, 
and unless a speedy settlement of the 
troubles Is effected indications point 
In exceedingly lively times from now 
on. That both sides are determining 
on a desperate fight seems evident. 
The first evidence of this was shown In 
the early hours of the day when a 
gang of brick layers attempted to enter 
the National tube plant at McKees­ 
port. 
The strikers were on hand In 
■rent numbers and when the brick­ 
layer* made their appearance to go In 
to mak»* repairs, the strikers turned 
them back. 
No actual violence re­ 
sulted. but had the workmen insisted 
on their right to enter some persons 
would surely have been hurt.

This wagon was fol­ 
lowed by a cab containing six negro 
workmen.

After the negroee had been turned 
hack a wagon load of cola. 66 In aum 
her, succeeded In making Its way as 
far as Fourteenth street, where the 
women gathered shout it and cut the 
ropes holding the load on. The driver 
continued on his way, the cots drop­ 
ping off at every turn of the wheels, 
until about 30 of them had become 
the property of the women, who num­ 
bered about 266.

The law 
provides for the sale of timber from 
the Indian reservations and the ap­ 
praisement of the Indian lands, the 
appraised values to govern the sales 
to private parties. 
The plan proposed by the Indian 
office is that the tracts of timber on 
the Indian lands be divided into what 
may Ijf? known as sawmill districts. 
These districts are to be sufficiently 
large to make it commercially profit­ 
able to locate a sawmill at an ad­ 
vantageous place in the district and 
cut the timber. 
The sawmill dis­ 
tricts are to be subdivided and the 
timber thereon announced by adver­ 
tisement in newspapers. Time would 
lie given for examination and then 
the timber would be disposed of to 
the highest bidder. The Indian com­ 
mission says this would yield the 
greatest possible price to the Indians 
and at the same time be fair to the 
lumbermen. 
The disadvantage to the Indians in 
the present plan is that the poorer 
tracts are not worked to ml vantage. 
Indian Commissioner Jones has 
gone to Wisconsin and next week 
will examine, with several senators 
and representatives, the Indian prop­ 
erties of Wisconsin. 
They will then 
come to Minnesota. 
Here it is ex­ 
pected that 
Senators McCumber, 
Jones of Arkansas, Spooner and pos­ 
sibly others of the senate will join the 
excursion. 
Representative Cannon, 
chairman of the house committee on 
appropriations, is expected to join 
the jiarty and Representative Taw­ 
ney has announced his intention to 
be there aud assist those who are 
working for the vast forest park at 
the headwaters of the Mississippi. 
Mr. Cooper, of Chicago, who has 
taken such an active interest in this 
plan, will also be one of the party. 
The Indian commission is against a 
park. There is no chance of the 
govern inc ut appropriating a sufficient 
amount of money to purchase the 
acreage iuvolvcHl and giving the 
money to the Indians. 
The Indian 
commission will naturally object to 
any disposition which deprives the 
Indians of the value of the land. 
On the other hand, the Indian com­ 
mission will favor the making of a 
forest reservation out of these lauds. 
It is pointed out that this can be 
done without any expense to the gov­ 
ernment and at the same time the 
Indians will get what is coming to 
them. 
It is claimed that year by 
year for ten or fifteen years the lands, 
if properly harvested, will bring an 
income to the Indians which would 
equal in amount that which would be 
paid if the lands were sold outright. 
Furthermore, at the end of this time 
the forests are just as valuable or 
even more valuable. 
And they can 
continue producing for the govern­ 
ment or for the Indians a respectable 
profit over the cost of maintaining.

MAPPING THE OCEANS. 


Navy Department Trying to Lo­ 
cate Drift of Currents. 


DATA SECURED IU HOVEL WAY. 


B«*r Bottles Have Been F loated oa 
tho U tah Soao—Oao Bottle D rifted 
Over E ight Thousand Mile* la Two 
Year* — Velocity G reatest lo the 
E q aato rlal H ealoa. 
The navy department Is now engaged 
In preparation of a large map of the 
oceans of the world, showing the drift 
of currents, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the St. Louis Ulobe- 
Democrat. The data which will be con­ 
tained In the map have been secured In 
s novel way. They have come to the de­ 
partment In beer bottles. For the past 
two years the United States has been 
sending out on every ship that could 
be Induced to carry them hundreds of 
beer bottles. 
In these directions are 
sealed In seven different languages. 
The ship carrying the bottles notes 
carefully certain locations by longitude 
aud latitude, places these in the sealed 
bottles and casts them adrift. 
Days 
and months pass before these are pick­ 
ed up. 
The skipper who takes them 
from the water Is asked to note the 
latitude and longitude at which they 
are secured and estimate the probable 
distance they have traveled since being 
thrown overboard originally. 
Scores 
of these bottles have been returned to 
the navy department, 
Bassia is closely co-opera ting with 
this government in carrying out the 
Idea, and Instructions are issued by 
each hydrographic office that any bot­ 
tle picked up at sea by the skipper of 
some ship not of that government shall 
be at once reported. All American and 
Russian m erchant warships are ex­ 
pected to note the locality of bottles 
they may find drifting about and to 
again turn them adrift after observing 
the original places they were thrown in­ 
to the sea Indicated on the waterproof 
paper supplied b f the two governments 
to ship# assisting in the plan. 
Recent reports present some remark­ 
able drifts of bottles, several having 
gone as far as th# distance across the 
ocean and one double that distance. 
They vary from only a few miles to 
over thirty-five a day. which is almost 
the average of the usual derelict ex­ 
posed to the wind. and often borne 
along rapidly by the small portion of 
woodwork above water serving as a 
catch for the bree*** One bottle has 
the record of 
traversed ta 
W7 day* st the average rats of Tfr 


miles- a: natty. This bottle was tnrown 
overboard from the ship Comliebank of 
the Spanish merchant service. Another 
drifted 3,900 miles in (594 days at the 
average of 5^ miles a day, while a 
third traveled 3.GOO miles in 478 days. 
The most remarkable drift of all, 
however, was that of a bottle that 
went seventy miles In two days, or at 
the rate of thirty-five miles a day. An­ 
other traveled 200 miles In eight days, 
at the rate of 25.8 miles a day, while 
still another 3,100 miles in 104 days, at 
the rate of ten miles a day. The latter 
show’s the quickest drift for long dis­ 
tance of any bottle reported. 
Long distance drifting in the Pacific 
Is especially noticeable In the reports 
received here. 
March 24, 1897, a bot­

Senators and Others VV ill Visit 


The Reservation In The 


Near Future 
The Cass Lake Voice is authority 
for the statem ent that Senator Nel- 
FTr-kor 
of 
Duluth 
h°n *jas driven the officials of the In­ 
dian department a t Washington to 
understand that he will no longer 
insist on the Nelson law being car­ 
ried on the statu te books. The law 
provides for the sale of timber from 
the Indian reservations and the ap­ 
praisement of the Indian lands, the 
appraised values to govern the sales 
to private parties. 
The plan proposed by the Indian 
office is that the tracts of timber on 
the Indian lands be divided into what 
may be known as sawmill districts. 
These districts are to be sufficiently 
large to make it commercially profit­ 
able to locate a sawmill at an ad­ 
vantageous place in the district and 
cut the tim ber. 
The sawmill dis­ 
tricts are to be subdivided and the 
timber thereon announced by adver­ 
tisement in newspapers. Time would 
lie given for examination and then 
the timber would be disposed of to 
the highest bidder. The Indian com­ 
mission says this would yield the 
greatest possible price to the Indians 
and at the same tim e be fair to the 
lumbermen. 
The disadvantage to the Indians in 
the present plan is th a t the floorer 
tracts are not worked to I a1 vantage. 
Indian Commissioner Jones has 
gone to Wisconsin and next week 
will examine, with several senators 
and representative, the Indian prop 
ertie# of Wisconsin.

Senators and Others Will 
The Reservation In The 
Near Future 
The Cass Lake Voice is authority 
for the statement that Senator Xel- 
í *on has given the officials of the ln- 
j dian department at Washington to 
I understand that he will no longer 
insist on the Nelson law being car­ 
ried on the statute books. The law 
provides for the sale of timber from 
the Indian reservations and the ap­ 
praisement of the Indian lands, tbe 
appraised values to govern the sales 
to private parties. 
The plan proposed by the Indian 
office Is that the tracts of timber on 
the Indian lands he divided into what 
may be known as sawmill districts 
These districts are to be sufficiently 
large to make It commercially profit 
able to locate a sawmill at an ad 
vaotageous place in the district and 
cut the timber. The sawmill dis­ 
tricts are to be subdivided and the 
timber thereon announced by ad ver 
ti semen t in newspapers. Time would 
lie given for examination and then 
tbe timber would be disponed of to 
tbe highest bidder. The Indian com 
mission says this would yield the 
greatest possible price to the Indians 
and at the same time be fair to the 
lumbermen. 
The disadvantage to the Indians in 
the present plan ts that the poorer 
tracts are not worked to :»dvantage. 
Indian Commissioner Jones has 
gone to Wisconsin and next week 
will examine, with several senators 
and representatives, the Indian prop­ 
erties of Wisconsin. They will then 
come to Minnesota. Here * it is ex­ 
pected that Senators McCumber, 
Jones of Arkansas, Spooner sod pos­ 
sibly others of the senate will join the 
excursion. Representative Cannon, 
chairman of tbe house committee on 
appropriations, to expected to join 
the party and Representative Taw 
ney has announced his intention to 
be there and assist those who are 
working for tbe vast forest park at 
tbe headwaters of the Mississippi. 
Mr. Cooper, of Chicago, who has 
taken such an active interest in this 
plan, will also be one of the party. 
The Indian commission is against s 
park. There to no chance of tbe 
government appropriating a sufficient 
amount of money to purchase the 
acreage involved and giving the 
money to the Indians. The Indian 
commission wilt naturally object to 
any disposition which deprives the 
Indians of the value of the land. 
Oo the other band, the Indian com­ 
mission will favor the making of a 
forest reservation out of these lands. 
It to pointed out that this ran be 
done without any expense to the gov­ 
ernment and at tbe same time the 
Indians will get what is coming to 
them. It Is claimed that year by 
year for ten or fifteen years the lands, 
if properly harvested, will bring so 
Income to the Indians which would 
equal in amount that which woukl be 
paid if the lands were sold outright. 
Furthermore, at the end of this time 
tbe forests are just as valuable or 
even more valuable. And they can 
continue producing for the govern­ 
ment or for the Indians a respectable 
profit over the cost of maintaining.

Ex-Governor Ramsey Presides at an Inter­ 


esting Meeting 
of the State 


Horticultural Society. 


It was a pleasant coincidence that 
the meeting of the State Historial 
society over which former Gov. Al­ 
exander Ramsey presided Monday 
night, had for its principal feature a 
paper upon the great Sioux treaty of 
1851, says the S t. Paul Dispatch. 
It was in that event that the vener 
able governor figured so conspieu 
ously, just a half century ago. 
The 
semi-centennial paper was read by 
Thomas Hughes, of Mankato. 
The 
earlier treaty, which had been nego 
tinted with the Sisseton, Wahpeton 
and Wahpekuty 
Indians, 
Severn 
years previously by Gov. Doty, o 
Wisconsin, had not been ratified by 
the senate 
In the spring of 1851 a 
commission consisting of Gov. Ram­ 
sey and Col. Luke Lee, then com­ 
missioner of Indian affairs, was ap­ 
pointed by 
President Pi limo re to 
deal with the Sioux for their lands. 
The spot selected for the commis­ 
sioners’ camp, in which the treaty 
was made, is on the brow of the sec­ 
ond terrace above the Minnesota river 
on what are now blocks 33 and 34 of 
Traverse des Sioux. 
Provencalle’s 
store was about twenty rods distant 
to the uorth. 
Few, even now, know 
the precise spot, and the site ol so 
important a historical event, as the 
speaker urged, should Im? marked bv 
an appropriate monument. 
The treaty was signed on Wednes­ 
day, July 23, 1851, by the commis­ 
sioners and the chiefs of the bands 
gathered at Traverse des Sioux. 
On 
the 5th of August the same commis­ 
sioners met the more northern bands 
of the Sioux in council on Pilot Knob, 
Mendota, and a duplicate of this 
treaty, with necessary modifications 
was signed by them. 
By these treaties the Sioux ceded 
to the United States about 24,OOO,DCO 
acres, extending from the Mississippi 
west to the Big Sioux river, and from 
the latitude of St. Cloud south to 
Northern Iowa. 
After some minor 
change^ which were agreed to by the 
Sioux chiefs, this treaty was ratified 
by the Senate, and it was so pro­ 
claimed Feb. 24. 1853.

President Fillm ore to 
deal with the Sioux for their lands. 
The spot selected for the com m is­ 
sioners’ cam p, in which the treaty 
was made, is on the brow of the sec­ 
ond terrace above the Minnesota river 
on w hat are now blocks 33 and 34 of 
Traverse des Sioux. 
Provencalle’s

Few, even now , know

Ex-Governor Ramsey Presides af as Inter­ 


esting Meeting of the State 


Horticultural Society. 


It was a pleasant coincidence that 
the meeting of the State Historial 
society over which former Gov. Al­ 
exander Ramsey presided Monday 
night, had for its principal feature a 
paper upon the great Sioux treaty of 
1851, says the St. Paul Dispatch. 
It was in that event that the vener­ 
able governor figured so conspicu­ 
ously, just a half century ago. The 
semi-centennial paper was read by 
Thomas Hughes, of Mankato. 
The 
earlier treaty, which had been nego­ 
tiated with the Sisseton, Wahpeton 
and Wabpekuty Indians, 
several 
years previous!v by Gov. Doty, of 
Wisconsin, had not been ratified by 
the senate 
In the spring of 1851 a 
commission consisting of Gov. Ram­ 
sey and Col. Luke Lee, then com­ 
missioner of Indian affairs, was ap­ 
pointed by President Fillmore to 
deal with the Sioux for their lands. 
The spot selected for the commis­ 
sioners’ camp, in which the treaty 
was made, is on the brow of the sec­ 
ond terrace above the Minnesota river 
on what are now blocks 33 and 34 of 
Traverse des Sioux. Provencal le’s 
stove was about twenty rods distant 
to the north. Few, even now, know 
the precise spot, and the site of ao 
important a historical event, as the 
speaker urged, should be marked by 
an appropriate monument. 
The treaty was signed on Wednes­ 
day, July 23, 1861, by the corarais 
sloners and the chiefs of the bands 
gathered at Traverse des Sioux. 
On 
the 5th of Auguat the same commis­ 
sioners met the more northern bands 
of the Sioux in council on Pilot Knob, 
Mendota, and a duplicate of this 
treaty, with necessary modifications, 
was signed by them. 
By these treaties the Sioux ceded 
to the United States about 21,000,000 
aerea, extending from the MiaaMppI 
west to the Big Sioux river, and from 
the latitude of St. Cloud south to 
Northern Iowa. 
After some minor 
changes which were agreed to by the 
Sioux chiefs, this treaty was ratified 
by the Senate, and it was m pro- 
Feb. 24, 1853.

clans, who remained almost two hours 
and this was Increased 
by the an­ 
nouncement In the official bulletin is- 
*w«*d Just before midnight that a slight 
Irritation of the exterior wound had 
necessitated the opening of 
a few 
stitches of the wound. 
As stated in the bulletin, which all 
tho doctors signed, this Irritation was 
attributed to the fact that a small 
fragment of the president’s coat had 
been carried Into the body by the bul­ 
let, and although this foreign sub 
stance was removed, a slight disturb^ 
anc© developed which made necessary 
the opening of the wound. 
The doc­ 
tors seek to allay all apprehension by 
the positive statement that this inci­ 
dent cannot give rise to other compli­ 
cations and their frankness in giving 
the news to the public leaves no rea 
son to question their entire good faith. 
The further fact communicated in the 
bulletin that the president Is now well 
enough to begin taking nourishment 
in the mouth in the form of pure beef 
Juice was, of course, gratifying, but 
to the laymen the mere mention of a 
complication, however slight It might 
he. naturally treated alarm. 
But the 
moat positive assurances were gfven 
that the only effect might be to delay 
slightly the healing of the wound. 
It 
was not In any way the result even 
of the suggestion of a blood poisoning, 
the physicians declared over their own 
signatures that It could not result in 
complications. 
The opening of the 
wound was in no sense an operation. 
Several of the stitches were simply 
taken out and after a thorough anti­ 
septic washing of the Inflamed tissue
